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It  being  the  time  of  Yule,  ideas  have  been  rampant  at  KPFA  toward  the  creation  of  a 
suitable  Christmas  message  to  the  listener  for  this  Folio.  Our  Chief  Writer  worked  up 
a  very  depressing  satire  on  the  Gift  of  the  Maji.  Our  Technical  Specifications  Editor 
did  a  set  of  KPFA-oriented  lyrics  for  a  well-known  carol.  We  decided  only  Area-Con- 
sultants could  grasp  the  profundities  of  this.  Erwin  Goldsmith,  the  Chief  Engineer, 
wrote  a  touching  Christmas  letter  to  his  grandmother,  but  we  lost  the  copy.  Then  we 
remembered  that  we  had  right  in  hand  the  best  possible  Christmas  gift  of  all:  "your" 
identity.  What  could  be  nicer  for  1956  than  to  find  out  who  and  what  "you"  are,  and 
on  the  day  before  the  day  before  Christmas? 

Our  facts  stem  from  our  1956  KPFA  Listener's  Survey  published  in  the  October  28— 
November  10  Folio.  Keep  in  mind  that  these  "facts"  are  roughly  1910/4000's  correct, 
since  they  are  based  on  an  analysis  of  1910  questionnaires;  or  if  you  wish,  consider 
them  completely  correct  and  write  off  the  50-odd  %  of  the  audience  that  did  not  respond 
as  "inconsequential  stragglers".  At  any  rate,  based  on  these  1910  subscribers  whoso 
dutifully  told  us  their  secrets,  here  is  who  "you"  are.  (Note  that  if  "you"<are  not  anyof 
the  following,  perhaps  you  should  be,  and  had  best  consider  the  quickest  way  of  be- 
coming; as  anyone  knows,  this  is  no  world  for  the  deviant.)
